He Ventures Back to See Fis 
' Wounded Wife.

WARRANT FOR W. F. BAIRD. 


Judgment of Lower Court Affirmed 


by Supreme Court. 


Judge Harris yesterday ordered a war- 


rant Issued for the arrest of W. F. Baird 
of Maderu. The history of tbe case is as 
follows: About throe years ago W. F. 
Itaird and John Urown, while olllcere of 
the Madera bank, wore indicted for 
forgerv bv the grand jury of Fresno 
county. That was before the county 
was divided. There wore seven indict- 
ments against Jtalrd and six apamst 
Brown. They demanded senerato t 
' ' 


The oraniiP is comparatively a recent 


innoviilioii in Krcsno couuty fruit cult- 
ure, uutitissnfi'toeiiy that 110 industry 
of its kind has made Blich stridesjwiUiin 
tbn county during tbe paet five years as 
the cultivation of citrus fruits. 


It SB true tlmt the local groves are far 


from attaining to tlic development of 
those in San Bernard iuo county, or even 
in Tulare aad Placer. Certain local 
conditions of soil and climate must be 
conjoined to enable the orange and tbe 
lemon to be successfully and profitably 
cultivated. Such conditions are found 
at Newcastle in Placer county, and in 
the vicinity of Porterville in Tulare 
county. But it is beginning to be real- 
ized that tbe thermal belt, which at- 
tains its widest development in the Tu- 
lare county foothills, extends all the 
way from Merced county to Kern, in- 
clusive, and is sufficiently wide in Ma- 
dera and Fresno counties to allow ot 
tbouaands o£ acres being .successfully 
planted in orange groves, especially in 
sheltered spots on the. foothills of Fresno 
county. 
The 
eertion 
exceptionally 


favored in this respect ia in the neigh- 
borhood of Centerville. 
It is estimated that there are thou- 


enndBof acres in the thermal belt of this 
county) that could be profitably planted 
in oranues alone. 
lu tbe Centerville section there are 


quite a number of orange groves already 
in bearing. ' Among the owners are 
Fulton G. Berrv, 00 acres; Captain 
Yost, 20 acres; "Dr. Hare, 20acres; P. 
Yieu, '20; Joe Burns, G; W. Haxelton, 
5; DBU Evtnger, IS acres. 


Away up in tbe higher ground of the 


foothills avc numbers of orange grovce 
not yet in bearing. In one single year 
20,000 trees have been planted. 


Of the trees planted five years ajio all 


are in full bearing, and some trees have 
begun to bear which are only three 
years old. One other fact, which is af- 
fording 
unqualified 
satisfaction 
to 


Fresno county growers, ie that youne 
trees planted two years ago passed 
through last winter aud never showed 
any eign of frost. 
So good do the citrus prospects appear 


that men are now planting out so far in 
this valley as seven miles west of Fresno 
and nine miles txniUieaet. William G. 
Uridge is going to experiment on four 
acres about three and a half miles west 
of town this year, and a few trees will 
be left unprotected to see if they wil! 
fitand the frost, it having been claimed 
that there are no killing frosts for 
oranges in Fresno country in any sec- 
tion where oranges will grow. It is 
worth while to mention that of 190 
trees belonging to Mr. Tribut on the 
T'errin tract, not one was stricken by 
frost Inet winter, and there ia no sugxes- 
pcslion that other tracts would not give 
an equally good result. 
3t ImB also been conclusively proved 


that oranges come into condition for the 
market a full mouth earlier in Fresno 
county than in San Bernardino or Los 
XnKeles counties. Nut only tbis.but the 
dreaded scale will not stand the dry air 
of this valley, and in cases where 
oranges infcatcd with ecale have been 
brought here from Los Angeles county, 
the scale has died off after arrival. 
Lastlv. there is a clean difference ol 
eigbtuegroes in favor of Fresno in the 
matter of frost temperature. 


Tho number of email orange orchards 


scattered around in tbe vicinity of this 
city is much inoro considerable than ; 
would be supposed, from the few yeara l 
that the idea has been germinating. \ 
George C. Roeding has a really Jlno lit- 
tle orchard only six miles from town. 
Colonel Foreyth has 300 trees in bear- 
ing 
There arc twenty acres of orange 


orchard at tlio Ootbout vineyard witbm 
BIX miles of Una city. 
It Js not necessary lo go outside the 


city limits to eec quite a number of line 
orange trcea, which at this season are 
fairly bending beneath their golden load. 
Dr. Unre's garden is in point; so is that 
of J. \V. Ferguson, one of the pioneers 
of orange culture in this county. Dr. 
Leach has a number of fine trees in bis 
"orangery." Henry Smart, janitor at 
the court hou-e, has aomefine Washing- 
ton navels at bis place on M street. O. 
J. Woodward has i-uiue oranges in his 
garden of such fine quality that speci- 
mens arc being preserved for oxhibi- 


Lemons are not ao successfully culti- 


vated aa oranges in this county, aud 
there is much to be accomplished in the 
way of thinning tbe rind and improv- 
ing the flavor before the product can be- 
gin to compare with the imported 
article. Btill the experiment ia only in 
the first stage, aud the time will surely 
come when Freano county will cease to 
import lemons, as it has now ceased to 
import oranges. It is Etatcd aa a fact 
that the product of all tbe orange or- 
chards in the county ia readily mar- 
keted right at home, and small ship- 
ments nre even now beiun made to other 
points. 
A year ago Fulton G. Berry 


gold 5000 orangea, the product of his 
own grove, at 2)£ cents a piece, and as 
the southern orange will not come into 
the market for three weeks to come the 
local product ought to command a. good 
price 
IVirlerville oranges are even now 


quoted nt $3 a box, while Freano county 
oranges are being disposed of at a $1 a 
hundred. 
It ia evident that the time ia near at 


hand when the culture of oranges in 
this vallev will command aa much at- 
tention ae that of raisins. One of tbe 
largest orchards in the state has been put 
in at Linddiiy in Tulare county, wliure 
some inftri from San Jose have iust 
planted butw'een 309 and 400 tierce in 
oranges.
